A British Columbia Hamlet

Thirteen Corpses Taken from the

A Crowded Cannery at the Base of 
the Mountain Barely Escapes 
Being Carried Away by 
the Slide,

NANAto (B. C.,) July 12.—[By th 
Associated Press.] News is received 
here of a landslide on the banks of the 
Skeena River at the North Pacific Can- 
nery, resulting in the death of one 
white woman, the wife of the foreman. 
and forty Iodians, early in the mora- 

ing of July 7. 

Nine houses with their occupants 
were swept away. Thirteen bodies 
have been recovered, 

Early in the morning a great rushing 
noise was heard in the direction of the 
high, steep mountain at the back of 
the cannery. In a moment an ava- 
lanche of rocks and earth and trees 
was upon the doomed settiement, 
carrying everything before it into the 
slough close by the cannery. 

The occupants of houses had little 
time to get outside the buildings, but 
before they could escape the torrent of 
débris they were caught and carried 
along at a fearful velocity. 

The body of the foreman’s wife has 
not yet been found. but there is not the 
slightest hope for any living thing 
within range of the terrible slide of 
boulders, trees and earth. 

The slide just missed the cannery 
building by about two feet. Had it 
struck the cavnery the death roll 
would have reached into the hundreds. 


NORTH DAKOTA FLOODS. 


Heavy 


Rains Wash Out Railways 
R and do Other Damage. ate 
Sr. PAUL (Minn.,) July 12.—[By the 
Associated Press.]

Kennel Club. They have raised a reward 
of $1000, and the first man who catches a 
dog murdererany place in Southern Call- 
fornia and convicts him will get the reward. 
The criminal will get a term in State 
prison, and poison fiends will be more care- 
fulin the future.

Pacific Circles. 


HUNTINGTON CAN IF HE WILL 


Suspected That the Meat Ax WII 
Get in Its Work—General, 
Local and Personal 
Mention. 


Upon the arrival of the first news from 
the prospective 


Cincinnati regarding 
changes in Southern Pacific management, 
the railroad officials were inclined to dis- 
credit the truth of the report. Col. C. F. 
Crocker, in an interview, intimated that 
President Collis P. Huntington could pot 
appoint his relative or any one else to 80 
important a position without the sanction of 
the Executive Commmittee of the board of 
directors, Whena second dispatch came, 
from New York, embodying the same infor- 


mation, Col. Crocker was again interviewed 
by the Examiner reporter. 


“The dispatch,” said the vice-president, 
“contains the same idea as the 
yesterday, from Cineinnati. It is percisely 
the same idea, but in different langusge. 
All that Ih. ve to say about it, in addition 
towhat I said yesterday, is that we have 
not been consuited by Mr. Huntington, and 
that we do not believe it likely that he will 
take the course indicated in the dispatch. 
Gov. Stanford told me, this morning, that 
he knew nuthing of the matter mentioned 
in the telegram, and that he did not think 
it would be likely to be done.“ 

At Mr. Huntington desired to take such 
a step without consulting the other directors 
would be have the power to do su?” was 


asked, 

“Yes,” was the reply; “but it is not 
likely. I could myself, for instance, let a 
contract for the buliding of a road from 
Mc jave to Salt Lake without consuiting Mr. 
Stanford, Mr. Huntington or any of the 
others who would have to put up the money, 
and it would be binding on them; but it is 
not likely that I would do 80.

THE POWER OF’ SIMPLICITY 


Rev. Manly Brown at the First Meth~ 
odist Church—An Eloquent Ser- 
mon—The Happy Chautau~ 
quans—Religious Notes. 


Robert G. Ingersoll once said, that the 
time would come when the churches would 
do turned into theatres but the world 
doesn’t seem to be moving in that direction 
very fast. Precisely the reverse has oc- 
‘curred right here in this city, for every 
Sunday morning the Los Angeles Theatre 
is transformed into a temple of worship 
and is crowded from pit to upper gallery 
with a throng of people On the stage 
stands a man, tall in stature, simple in 
manners, with an alr of diffidence amount- 
ing almost to timidity who yet has suffi- 
client magnetism to catch and hold the at- 
tention of people who hitherto have cared 


- very little about pulpit oratory. There isa 


tremendous power in his utter simplicity. 
What Joseph Cook is to Boston, thatin a 
measure is Rev. J. 8. Thomson to Los An- 
1 profoundest thinker, the most 
‘Mberal, broad-minded religious advocate, 


the most scholarly speaker that has 


occupied a Los Angeles puipit for many a 
day. He speaks entirely without notes and 
clothes his thoughts in language as simple 
as to amount to almost commonplace. 
His theme yesterday morning was “A 
Haunted House.” 
ke, the father of English philosophy, 
‘eesures us that the mind of the child when 
born is like a piece of white paper upon 
which, as life progresses, pictures or images 
are made; the images become ideas; the 
ideas rise into thoughts and these thoughts 
‘rise into feelings. ‘There is no material 
difference between this line of reasoning 
and the modern ove. Iu religion and phi- 
lesophy there is nothing new under the sun; 
the only difference is that education is 
more general in this nineteenth century, 
which is a great step. Christian science is 
an old, old thing. Our Nati: nalist friends 
are a rather touchy people regarding their

the future is unending—if eternal —there- | 
as all three, and 
all three no longer than either one. ‘From 
everiasting to everlasting, Thou art Oue,’ 
trinity and unity in nature according to Col 
Ingersoll. 

“In one of his recent lectures Col. Inger- 
soll said that Christianity stood in the way 
of all progress. I said to him, show me an 
instance, you dealin assertions and never 
prove anything. Show me one progressive 
step, mental or moral,in any nation, kin- 
dred, tongue or people for 2000 consecutive 
years outside the circulation of the Bible. 
and I will give you a check for $500, Has 
China made one progressive step in that 
time? She made gunpowder 2500 years be- 
fore Christ was born and has got no farther 
than fire crackers yet.“

public three-hour argument on the authen- 
ticity of the Bible with Dr. Driver. The 
great infidel refused to acéept it.

FIRST PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 

At the First Presbyterian Church yester- 
day Rey. Dr. Coyle of Oakland preached 
in the morning from the theme contained in 
the three passages: “What is in thine 
hand?”

There is nothing insignificant with God. 
Nothing is little but to little men. It was a 
little thing to break the alabaster box over 
Christ’s feet, but the perfume of that oint- 
ment has crossed all the seas of time, and is 
still being wafted on. All the ages of four 
thousand years rocked in that little cradie 
on the Nile. Who made it no one knows,

One 
of the Los Angeles wineries is having 
a couple of acres surrouding its 
. grounds replanted with grapevines, 

which were grubbed out afew years 
ago. 


THE coyote bounty threatens to be- 
come really a serious question for Cal- 
ifornia. We mentioned yesterday that 
the bounties due from Fresno county 
for the past quarter amount to $4000" 
It is said that coyote scalps are being

AN EXPERIMENT IN TRANSPOR- 
TATION, 


There is evidently something amiss 
in the manner of conducting @ railroad 
when residents along the line find it 
advantageous to resort to the old- 
fashioned male team in preference to 
patronizing the iron highway. Yet 
this is what is happening in the Mussel 
county. 
Freight rates thence to San Francisco 
are said to be so high and the service 
so slow that many producers, after 
having paid freight on a consignment, 
with all the other expenses of sale, 
have found themselves losers on their 
shipments. 

According to the Hanford Journal 
the people of that section are obliged to 
pay an average of $1.01 per hundred 
upon the fruit and similar products 
shipped by them to San Francisco. 
This is almost as muchas the rate to 
Chicago, and those most keenly inter- 
ested haye for some time been studying 
a means of relief. Two of the largest 
fruit packing firms of Hanford have, 
after due investigation, decided to se- 
cure a number of mules and some 
freight wagons and establish a mule 
team line to transport their fruit fron 
Lucerne Valley to San Francisco. 
There is an immense amount of dried 
apricots, peaches, prunes, pears and 
raisins shipped from Lucerne Valley 
each year to the bay, and the time con- 
sumed and the cost of transportation 
is a serious one with the packer. The 
parties interested in the project state 
that they can hire teams, and men to 
drive them, and send their fruit by 
teams to the bay, bringing freight back 
on the return trip, cheaper than the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
will haul it, and get it through on 
quicker time. 

Tue distance by railroad from Han- 
ford toSan Francisco is 254 miles. 
Besides the saving in freight, the 
rauchers claim that the money that 
will be paid the teamsters will nearly 
all be spent at home for feed, supplies 
and so forth, sothat the thousands of 
dollars now sunk annually in railroad 
freights, from which the community 
derives no benefit, will contribute to 
the general prosperity. 

This new experiment in transporta- 
tion will be watched with much inter- 
est in many sections of the State. 


GROWTH OF AN AMERICAN CITY, 


Chicago, the site of the great World’s 
Exposition of 1892, an exposition which 
is to eclipse all previous enterprises of 
the sort, is at present the cynosure of 
all eyes, not only in the United Siates, 
but in Europe, in far-off central Asia, 
and in the isles of the sea, whence the 
rarest and most valued products will 
come to help add to the attractiveness 
of the great show. 

Yet this Chicago, of which we now 
hear so much, is but the veriest baby 
among the cities of the earth. Fifty 
years ago not ove educated American 
out a thousand could have told where 
Chicago was. 2 

Tke growth of this great city 1s one 
of the marvels of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. It furnishes in itself an epitome 
of American pluck, perseverence and 
enterprise—an idex to the virgin re- 
sources of the Great West. 

A few weeks ago there met in Chi- 
cago a most interesting gathering. It 
was a reception to Chicago’s founders 
—to those of them who yet live—men 
and women still vigorous and in the 
full possession of their faculties, who 
had seer the first stages driven in this, 
one of the. greatest cities of the 
world. Is this not a wonderful 
thought? The stories told at this gath- 
ering of old-timers were naturally of 
great interest. Itis not often that it 
is granted to a man to see such changes 
within a lifetime. i 

When will the American come who 
will give us an epic poem descriptive 
of the birth and magic growth ofa 
great American city? 


THE TIN PLAIE INDUSTRY. 


Journals which are opposed to the 
McKinley bill are constantly trying to 
belittle the importauce of the tin plate 
industry, against which they appear to 
bear a spezial grudge. Their argu- 
ment will not bear investigation. 

Since the war, about $400,000,000 has 
been sent abroad to pay for tin and tin 
plate for use in every American house- 
hold. Referring to some of the sneering. 
comments of some of the free-trade 
journals on this industry, the Boston 
Traveler very pertinently remarks: 

We are glad the rabid free-trade papers 
are not wholly blind and deaf, They will 
sometime learn the truth of what we have 
been constantly calling to their attention, 
that there are 468 tin-plate milis in Wales. 
or 98 works averaging five miils each. 
Those milis shipped 636,216,000 pounds of 
tin-plates to America last year, and took: 
away about 120,000, 000 of American gold. 
The American people propose to have better 
tin-plate at a cheaper price within a few 
years, by encouraging proper protection, 
which has enabled Ameriea to make 
better steel rails in fifteen years at 
+30 per ton than formerly. at $120 per ton, 
and which protection has enabied Buston’s 
copper interest to decume thé wonder and 
admiration of the world, all we while re- 
ducing the prlee of copper from above 40 
cents to nearly 10 cents per pound. and the 
tariff ot 4 cents to the McKinley tariff on 
copper ores to g cent. per pound. The 
fairer of even the freetrade papers are 
finaliv beginning to learn that it takes 
many months to construct large tin plate

Engineer concludes the fact that to 
make his small pipes work it would 
require tight covers for the manholes, 
but at the same time he claims by rea- 
son of so many manholes being open 
it would require on» of my expensive 
flues at each block.

He has made many 
strong triends in World's Fair circles 
already, and I regard his chances as 
more than even against all comers.

It is not Oulifornia, but certain indi- 
viduals, who have made the trouble 
thus far. Give California another 
chauce“ is the appeal we still continue 
to make to the powers in control of the 
big show. There has been and is a 
Kindly attitude toward our State, on 
the part of the World's Fair people, 
because of the haudsome and prompt 
action of the Legislature in making a 
$800,000 approprfation for Califor- 
nia’s exhibit, and Gov. Murkham’s ap- 
proval of the bill The Empire 
State of the Pacitic is held in high re- 
gard here for this and other good rea- 
sous, and there is stilla cordial will- 
ingness oa the part of the more con- 
siderate and logical to give California 
one more chance to capture the bor- 
ticultural plum.

A TULARE TREE. 


And How It will Show up at the 
_World’s Fair. 

CHICAGO, July 4.—Newspaper ad- 
vices trom California say that the. peo- 
ple of Tulare are going to exhibit here 
one of the results of the California 
climate in an altogether original way. 
There is a tree in that county which isa 
fair specimen of what the redwood can 
de it it grows enough. Itstandsina 
gorge déep enough to be impressive,and 
its topmost bough, where the cones are 


thickest, is ona level with the bigh- 
est rocks on the sides of the ravine. 


The tree is 390 fect high, 96 feet from |. 


the butt to tue first branch, and 26 feet 
in diameter at the base. A log of 
clean, smooth wood. that will measure 
ninety feet in length and average 
twenty feet in diameter can easily be 
cut out of it. 


That is what the Tulare people pro- 


pose todo, and baving the log, they 
will utilize it to the 
World’s Fair and the glory of Tulare. 
The tree grows well up toward the 
Leadwaters of the Kaweah River, and 
the greut log will have to be carried, or 
moved in some way, to the railroad at 
Visalia, a distance of nearly sixty 
mlles. It is a stupendous undertaking, 
but ia all likelihood the trunk will be 
cut iu sections lengthwise and then the 
sections will be put on trucks aud 
taken over the leg road, or teams will 
do the hauling, probably a score of 
span to the section. When flually the 
giunt of ihe Tulare woods is where it 
can be moved on railroad cars, it will 
have cost huodreds and hundreds of 
dollars, and six months will have 
passed from the time the men with 
axes started to fell it and then the 
most important work will commence. 

The log will be made whole by the 
putting together of the sections. Ex- 
pert woodsmen will cut it across in the 
middle, making two lengths each forty- 
five feet long. Each of these lengths 
will then be bewn into the shape of 
ordinary railway passenger coaches. 
The rough bark of the tree will be the 
roof of the car, and on the sides and 
ends the naturai wood will be left un- 
polished. The insides will be hollowed 
out, windows and doors put in, and 
the interior finished after the fashion 
of Pullman cars; one will be a buffet 
dining-car, with apartments for bath, 
barber-sbop and kitcnen.. The other 
will be a sleeper with an observation 
room, Platforms will put be at the end 
and ordinary trucks underueath, an d 
to prevent ihe transiormed tree from 


| falling to pieces, heayy bands of iron 


will be put around the body of the car, 

Capt. Thomas H. Thompson, the Cal- 
ifornia Worid’s Fair Commissioner, is 
now considering the plaas, The tree 
would haye been left with the bark all 
on, but for the fact that the cars could 
bot be more tuan the reguiation size 
and get over bridges and through tun- 
nels safely. ‘hey will be about eleven 
feet wide and ten feet high. It is in- 
tended that the men of Tulare shall 
take their wives and children and come 
to the Columbia Exposition with their 
tree. The cars wili be kept on the fair 
grounds, and the delegation will make 
them tueir home, The portions of the 
tree not used in making the coaches 
will be cut up and sold as mementoes.

+ To Mov; tne Masses, 
There aresome big problems to be 
settled before the gates open of the 
World’s Columbian Exposition, One 
of the biegest is how to get the people 
down to Jackson Park and back every 
day. According to the calculations of 
Chicago 10,000,000 of people are coming 
to the fair. The lowest estimate is 
that 300,000 will have to be taken down 
aud brougot back every day. The dis- 
tance is from five to seven miles, ac- 
cording to the route. A double track 
of the Lilinois Central runs along the 
lake shore to and through the park. 
The Cottage Grove branch of the cable 
road now reaches a corner of the park. 
This is all of the present rail commu- 
nication. It barely suffices for the 
ordinary crowd of Chicagoaus who go 
downevery pleasant Sunday to see 
how much dirt has been moved. A 
young man named Javcox has been 
appointed chief of transportation for 
the fair at a salary of $5000. Old rail- 
road men are predicting that Jaycox 
will be in the insane asylum before he 
works out his problem. When Jack- 
son Park was chosen, it was said sew- 
eral other railroads would build to it 
and help carry the people. A little 
inquiry showed that the other roads 
wouldn’t do anything of the kind. 
They foresaw that they were going to 
bave all that they could do in getting 
the people to Chicago and back to their 
homes. Connection with the park was 
out of the question unless expensive 
spurs and depots were constructed. 
This decision of the other roads dumped 
the burden upon the IIIlinois Central, 
which said “wewilldo the best we 
can,“ but wouldn't promise much more 
than possibly the doubling of tracks. 
Baffled in these directions Jaycox went 
to an old railroad man and got him to 
draft a plan for carrying the people 
between the park and the heart of the 
city. Tune old railroad man studied it 
out and reported that rail transportation 
facilities for such a daily crowd as is 
expected, would cost $6,000,000. That, 
of course, was beyond consideration. 
Jaycox and the department of trans- 
portation ure still puzziing about the 
movement of the people. The only 
suggested solution which looks at all 
feasible, is to put on a hundred steam- 
boats to ply between the World’s Fair 
pier at Jackson Park and landing 
places on the lake front aud on the 
river. That wiil be rather slow, but 
itseems to be the best thatcan be 
done. On big days people will have to 
waitor walk.

A Portable Hen-house, 
{Editor Poultry iu California.] 

After constructing five different 
ones I have now a coop to hold easily a 
dozen hens. Itcost not over $4 for 
material and about two days’ cheap 
labor, which, all things, considered, is 
the best coop that I have ever seen, or 
heard of. 


| ~The coop consists of two parts, house 


and covered yard, but joined together 
by the sides of the yard lapping by the 
ends of the house enough to make a 
close connection, The house is 7 feet 
6 inches long, 2 feet 6inches wide and 
3 feet high to the Age. The house 
and yard are made of framework, 2}x] 
inch, and‘lixl inch Oregon pine, strip- 
ed at the mill, and laths and shakes. 

hese dimensions were adopted be- 
cause there was the least waste of 
material, The sides- of the house 
swing out horizontally on pivots to 
make more shelter or awning from the 
suo and for ventilation. The sides of 
the roof are also pivoted. One of 
these is used for a door to make an 
opening to take out the eggs or hens. 
The roosting bars project through 
either end to make handles to move 
the house about. The yard is 8 feet 
6 inches long, 2 feet high and wide 
enough to 4 by the ends of the 
house. The sides of the yard are piv- 
oted and cau swing up horizontally 
when required, also the partition 
that divides the yard into two parts to 
.shut the hens in. one perp while the 
ground is dug up in the other part. 
Tue two doors on the top of the yard 
are also pivoted to raise up to get into 
the yard to dig it up. Two persons 
can easily move the coop about, and 
one can drag it along by moving the 
house ahd yard separately.
